Cuthbert, from the committee, appdinted to inquire into the Nate of 
che colony, as to trade, navigation, and culture, ſinee the report made 
to the late general aſſembly, on the 22d of November, 1792; to in- 


* «quire into the-ſtep> that have been taken in the Britiſh - partiarraat, 
either to aboliſh the ſlave-trade, or to limit the ſame; and to ſtate to the horſe, 
how far ſuch-meaſures may contribute to the internal ſafety of the volony ; to in- 
quite into its fituation, with regard to foreign colonies, and to report their opinion 
*thereon ; to inquire into the ſtate of the public revenues, and to report their opi- 
nion how far the colony is able to continue che ſame grants of money, and to fulfil 
its engagements with the Britiſh government, reported, 


hat, in obedience tothe order of the houſe, the committee proceeded to take into 
their moſt ſerious conſideration, the ſeveral important objects on which they ate 
-tireed to report their. opinion; and, following up theſe in the order ſtated in the: 
- reſolution, they have conſidered, in the firſt place, the trade of this colony: In or- 
der the better to enable them to report on this object, they have obtained from tho 

naval office, an account of the exports of colonial produce, in the years 1793, 1794, 

1795, 1796, 1797, 1798, and 1799; the reſults of which are annexed in the ap- | 
*pendix,-and will-ſhew; at vne view, the increaſe of ſugar, coffee, and all the other | 
'artieles, the grov/th of he &olony. 


That it will be obſerved therefrom, that the quantity of ſugar. exported, from the 
Zoth of September, 1798, to the 3oth September, 1799, amounts, to all parts of the 
world, to 101,457 hogtheads, 13, 538 tierces, 1321 barrels; the exports of thedayne 
article, from the goth of September, 1790, to the goth of September, 1791, as appears 
by the report made to the houfe on the 23d of- November, 1792, was 85,447 hogſ- 
heads, 8037 ticrees, 1719 barrels; the increaſe then, of the crop 1799, beyond that 
of the year 1791, is 16,010 hogſheads, 5501 tierces, and a decreaſe of. 39) barrels: 
There is alſo ſtated ine the appendix, an account of the export of coffee, in each 
year reſpectively, from 1793 to 1799, by which will be ſeen the rapid increaſe of 

- @he culture of that article; the quantity exported. in the year 1791, was 2,299,874 
Pounds; in the year 1799, it amounted to 11,745,424 pounds; the accounts of the 
viher articles of export, the growth of the iſland, taken from the returns of the naval 

A officer, 
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ofñcer, are alſo fully ſtated, and to which the committee beg leave to refer: From 
diele it will be ſeen, that the quantity of ſugar exported to Ireland, from the goth ot 
September, 1798, to the zoti of September, 1799, was 1752 hogſheads, 210 tierces, 
and 190 barrels; to the Britiſh plantations in America, 345 hogſheads, 68 tierces, 
and 177 barrels; to the United States, 3743 hogſheads, 920 tierces, and 172 bar- 
rels. The committee deem it neceſſary, on this occation, to ſtate to the houſe that, 
in their opinion, conſiderably more than nine-tenths of the produce of ſugar ex- 
ported from this ifland, has been on account of the proprictors and growers of that 
article; becauſe it is evident that the latter ſuffer, or gain, bv the fluctuations of 
the prices in the Britiſh-markets, and the unavoidable heavy loffes incurred by taem, | 
ariling from the increaſe of duties, and the diminution of the drawbacks of ſuc!: 
Guyzes, on exportation to foreign countries. In the appendix will be found, a ſtate 
of the ſeveral additional duties, laid om nge 1792, in Great-Britain, and the dedue- 
tions made from the drawbacks : With reſpect to the latter, the committee obſeryc, 
with great concern, thut Ius -majeity's miniſters have taken away the right whic!: 
«the Weſl-India* coloniſts always conſidered they were entitled to, in conſequenc: 
of the export of4heir produce being chiefly confined to Great-Britain, by the opera- 
tions of the acts of trade; vis. A full return of the: duties, paid on importation, 
when the produce v ev ported to foreign countries: It is to be obſerved, that on 
every occaſion of railing the duties on ſugar in Britain, this right was held out, as 
an advantage to counterbalance the weight of ſuch duties, by affording an oppor- 
-- tunity for exporting to foreign countries, the ſurplus beyond the home conſumption, 
n ſuch manner as to give, in foreign markets, equal advantages to the exporters of 
Britiſh produce, as neutral countries enjoyed in the fame markets; and, until the 
ruinous and impolitic-ſviem, adopted fince the commencement of the preſent war, 
of reducing the drawbacks, the moſt . bunt ficial effects accrued to the Britiſh grower, 
| whenever an increaſe of importation,. far exceed:ng the home conſumption, occur- 
red; thereby affording encouragement to the export, whenever the prices in the 
"Britiſh markets ſuferced any coniderable depreſſion. 


- That it-appears to the committee, that-repreſentations were made to his majeſty's 
miniſters, in w-bich were ſtrongly ſtated the injuſtice, as well as the impolicy, of the 
meaſure adopted for reducing the awbacks on exportation; and, in theſe repre- 
ſentations, were foretold the e conſequences which have already fo fatally enſu- 
ed therefrom ; nor does the committee conſider, that the miniſter's having aban- 
doned, for a limited time, the reduction of the .drav-/backs, and the further advan- 
tages given to the importer, of warehouſing ſugar an importation, inſtead of pay- 
ing the duty on entry, as formerly, wil! compenſate. for the great loſſes already 
incurred by the preceding unjuſt and impolitie meaſures ; more eſpecially as the 
exporter will not be entitled to the benefit of the cravbeck, when the average price 
of ſugar in the Britiſh mark-t ſhall exceed 70s. including the duty: On the moſt 
moderate computation, the groſs charges on importation, on 1 cat. of ſugar, in- 
cluding duty, excced 444. 54. which leaves no more ncat proceeds to the importery 
hen ſold at 5os. than 255. 7d.; but, in proportion as the price falls below that 


rate, ſo is the loſs to the importer: The laſt prices quoted, and the accounts re- 
F * | cxive d 
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delved from various parts of Great-Britain, ſtate the markets for ordinary ſugars, 
to be as low as from 525. to 605.; when the expences come to be deducted from 
ſuch prices, very little indeed will remain to the importer; nor is it poſſible for 
the planters in this country, to defray the contingent expences of carrying on their 
eſtates, while the neat proceeds of their produce at the Britith market are {6 miſera- 
bly diminiſhed. 


That, in 1791, the charges on the ſales of ſugars, including the Fnolifh and frißt 
fupplies, the inſurances out and home, with duties, &c. 2mounted, on each hundred 
weight of ſugar, to 26s. 54. ; at which tune, the miniſter fxed a maximun when 
tie drawback on exportation was to ceaſe, at 607. per cw. duty not included. 


That, in 1999, the mifiſter has thought fit to fix the maximum at 50s, duty included, 
which duty alone (with the additional 8d. not to be drawn back, and is. 10d. convoy 
duty inwards) amount: to'225. 64. per hundred; fo at, whilſt our charges have in- 
creafed about 1 50 per cent. upon the charges of 1791, ine maximum has been reduced, 
and there is no more left to the planter, than 255: 7d. to pay for making his ſugai, 
ſupplying his eſtate with negroes, cattle, mules, lumber, Englith and Iriſh ſupplics, 
and for paying taxes, and the intereſt on his capital. 


That the committee beg leave to Nate, from the moſt authentic e chat 
the quantity of ſugar imported into Hamburgh, from the French and Spaniſh, as ; Kell 
as neutral colonies, and from the Faſt-Indies in neutral bottoms, owing to the en- 
couragement given by the reduction of the drawbacks in Grett-Britain, did, in the 
laſt and in the preſent year, far exceed the quantity imported into the ſame city, 
from all the Britith colonies; and, to this chiefly is to be attributed, a great 
depreſſion in the prices of that article, in the only great mart for the ſale thereof 
for foreign conſumption, which occaſioned the great ſtagnation in the exports 
from Britain ; thereby leaving a moſt aſtoniſhing quantity, in the Britiſh markets, 
according to the laſt advices from thence: The committee think it needleſs to en- 
large on this ſubject, becauſe his majeſty's miniſters appear to be convinced, 
from experience, ef the impolicy and rainous effects of their former meaſures. 


That it hasoften bcen urged, in reaſoning on tle expediency of increaſing the duties 
on ſugar; and reducing the drawbacks on the exportation thereof, that the high prices 
in the Britiſh markets warranted ſuch an increaſe and diminution, by protecting the 
- mporters- from ſuffering thereby, and that the duties fell on the conſumers ſolely : 
But when, to the heavy duties, the great riſe in freights and inſurances is added, and 


ne rapid and continued increaſe of colonial taxes, in the price of negroes from 
Africa, of cattle and mules, df hired labour, of proviſions of every detcription, or 
zumber, and in ſhort of every artiele neceſſary for the ſubliſtence of the inhabitants 
of the VVe!t- Indios, and for enabling them to carry on their plamations, are fairly 
-onfidered, it will be found, that the balance that has remained to the growers, from. 
he ſuppoſed high prices in the Britiſh market, is not ſo much as it uſually was 11 


ie years of peace, when the prices in the ſame markets were much lower: To prove 


ant this is dug caſe, the committee have tated, irom the beſt information they have 
* heenv 
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been able to obtain, the progreſſive rife in all the articics before enumerated, ſince ths 
21ft of November, 1792 ; to the ſtatement of which they beg leave to refer. 


That the effects of the preſent war eauſed ſo great an increaſe in the expences inci- 
dent to Britiſh veſſels, fitted out and employed in the intercourſe between the Britiſh 
colonies, and the United States of America (from which latter, the former derive all the 
lumber required for building in moſt parts of the iſland, and for the packages of 
tleir produce, and a very-g:cat proportion of the articles of proviſion for the ſub 
ſittence of the inkabitants), that it was impoſſible for the owners of ſuch veſſels to 
ſupport fo ruinous a trade: Ihe Britiſh government, in confideration of this cir- 
cumſtance, and the diſtreſſes to which the colonies muſt neceſſarily be ſubjected, it 
they ſhould be deprived of the neceſſaries which this intercourſe afforded, did, in the 
year 1794, permit the importation into the Britiſh colonies, of all articles the grow! 
of the American States, in American bottoms ; this falutary meaſure has not bee: 
attended with all the good effects expected to reſult therefrom, . owing chiefly to the 
depredations committed by the French cruifers on the Americans commerce, and 
the numerous captercs of their Hips employed in the watercourſe with the Weſt- 


India Iſlands ; were it not, however, for. this intercourſe, crampt as it has been by 


the piracies of the enemy, this-country muſt have beep reduced to the greateſt dil- 
trefless Beſides the advantages derived from the ſupply of articles, eflentially neceſſary 
for the very exiſtence of- the colony, and for carrying. on its plantations, +a further 
ronfiderable advantage has accrued, by the quantity of rum exported to the Ame- 
rican States; which, from the zoth of September, 1798, 10 the 3oth of September, 
1799, is 10, 510 puncheons, and 129 caiks ; which was taken chiefly in return for 
the articles fo imported in- American ꝓeſſels. 


That the committee 6bſerve with conoern, flat the exportation of commodities, 
tlie growtlrof- this colony, in American bottoms, is to be confined to the articles of 


rum and melaſſes only, after the 31ſt inſtant, under the expreſs directions of his majeſ- 


ty's miniſters. *'This circumſtance will be ſeverely felt, as the value of ſugar, coffee, 
and other articles; hitherto permitted to be exported in ſuch hottoms, muſt be replaced 
in bullion, to pay for the cargoes imported :, And, when it, is conſidered, that the 
only ſource from which ſpecie is obtained in this country, is the commerce carried 
on with the «Spaniſh colomes, Aich, as far as.relatest@ Spain, is contraband and 
unlawful, the-difculty to find afubſtitute forthe value of ſugar, coffee, and other 
articles, ſo heretofote exported, to pay for. the cargoes imported, muſt, appear great 
in every point of view ; and which the committee. beg Jeave to offer for the ſerious 
"conſideration of the houſe ; and they further beg leave to. obſerve, that it is a very 
common practice, among the importers of-American cargoes, in American bottoms, 
to carry the ſpecie they. receive in payment in this country, to be laid out in the 
purchaſes of the produce of St: Domingo, and by that means affording to our inve- 
terate enemies, the very:tncws of ſuch avariike opcrations,. ag they may think pro- 
per to plan againſt us. g 


That, from the return preſented to the houſe from the naval office, the committee 
| - have 
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have prepared a ſtatement of the various articles of proviſions imported into this 
ifland, from Great-Britain and Ireland, from the 3oth of September, 1798, to the zoth 
of September, 1799, which is inſerted in the appendix, and which will ſnew, in one 
point of view, the immenſe advantages derrved from this colony to the commerce 
and navigation of Great-Britain: There is alſo à ſtatement of the articles of the 
growth of the American States, within the fame period; which laſt will clearly ſhew 
the impoſſibility of ſupplying many of the moſt important articles, required for the 
ſubſiſtence of the inhabitants of all deſcriptions, for buildings, and in manufacturing 
of our ſtaples, if the intercourfe now carried on with the American States ſhould 
be interrupted: And the committee beg leave to ſubmit to the houſe, that the cir- 

cumſtance of confining the exportation, in the manner directed, muſt, in their 
opinion, greatly diſcourage this trade, and thereby cauſe a conſiderable further rife 
in the prices of the articles imported from the American States. 


That it is very important, in the opinion of the committee, to ſtate to the houſe the 


' diſadvantages experienced by the planters of this country, in the article of rum, 


which has fallen in price in the Britiſh markets, within this laſt year, full two- 
ſiſths; evidently owing to there having been ſcarcely any purchaſcs thereof made by 
the Britiſh government, for the uſe of the navy, and army; which, in former years, 
cauſed an extraordinary increaſe in the conſumption of that article in Great-Britain. 
The navy and army, for ſome time paſt, have been chiefly ſupplied with the article 
of ſpirits, by foreign brandies, and corn ſpirits, imported from Hamburgh : It ap- 
pears, from a ſtatement of the returns made by dhe naval officer, that rum forms a 
very conſiderable article in the exportation from this iſland, by far the greater part 
of which has been fold in the country, affording to the planters a very conſiderable 
fource in money, wherewith to pay iſland commgencies, the diminution of which, 
by the great fall in the price, has of late been very ſeverely felt; and, unleſs the 
Britiſh government thall again refort to the purckaſes of this article, as heretofore, 
the committee apprehend, that the prices thereof may fall ſtil] lower. 


That the foreign trade carried on in this ifland, under the authority cf the free port 
act, in foreign veſſels, in pcaceable times, afforded very conliderable advantages, 
particularly by the importation of cattle and mules ; the interruption of which, oc 
caſioned chiefly by the war with Spain, has been the cauſe of a very great rife in 
the prices,-by which the article of freſh beef has riſen to more than double what it 
formerly was: The ſame tiſe has taken place in the price of mules, which are ef- 
ſentially neceſſary for the carrying on plantations. In conſequence of the repreſen- 
tations made from this country to his majeſty, he was graciouſly, pleaſed to ſuſpend 
the operations of war, ſo far as related to Spaniards, that have been and are indu- 
ced to trade with us, under the authority and protection of the before-mentioned 
law, in their own bottoms: For the encouragement and protection of this trade, 
the commander in chief. by direction from the Britiſh government, grants certain 
certificates, or paſſports, to Spaniards, under which, they ſor ſome time arrived in 
<onfiderable numbers, in the ſeveral free-ports of this iſland ; but this trade was 


chiefly confined to the importation of bullion, cochineal, indigo, cotton, and drugs, 
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tend the exportation of manufactures imported from Great-Britain, for ſupplying 
the Spaniſh colonies: From this commerce, many great advantages have flowed to 
Great- Britain, and this colony has alſo. been benefited thereby, chiefly from the im- 
portation of the ſpecie requiſite for the ordinary eirculation. The Spaniards have 
imported no conſiderable number of cattle or . mules, ſince the late protection at- 
forded them, to trade with this iſland as beſore ſtated. - The committee have been 
vinformed, from good authority, that this trade has of late conſiderably declined, ow- 
ing to the directions given by the court of Spain, to uſe every means for its preven- 
tion; and alſo very materially, by the, interruption it has ſuffered from Britiſh 
cruiſers, whoſe practice it has too often been, to detain and bg in the veflels em- 


ployed in carrying it on, on very ſlight grounds. 0 


"That the committee have now, to the beft-of their abilities, ſtated to the houſe, in 
compliance with its direction, all- that has occurred to them to be neceſſary, to 
ſhew the ſtate of the trade of thezeclonys They have not, indeed, entered into the 
detail of the advantages derived from 4his iſland to the commerce and manufactures 
of Great · Britain: from the ĩmportation of all the articles, not hitherto enumerated, 
required for the conſumption of the iſland, and for carrying on its plantations and 
other ſettlements, brought directly from Great-Britain and Ireland, in Britiſh and 
Iriſh ſhipping: The amount of theſe advantages to the mother country, is almoit 
incalculable. | 


That, in refpect to the navigation of the iſland, the committee beg leave to refer to 
a ſtatement of the tonnage employed in its trade, diſtinguiſhing Britiſh and foreign: 
This ſtatement i 5 made from the returns ſent to them, from the ſeveral cuſtom- 
Houſes, beginning with the year 1793, and continuing each following year reſpec- 
tively, dow n to the preſent: On this object, they deem it not neceſſaty to make any 
other obſervation, than to ſhew the advantage to the mother country, from the 
extent of the navigation employed in carry:ag on the trade of this important colony. 
Owing to the extended commerce of the Britiſh empire, ſince the commencement of 
the preſent war, to all parts of the world; to the number of ſhips employed by go- 
vernment in the operations of war, as tranſports and ſtore- ſhips, and alſo to the 
very great rife of the prices of every article uſed in ſhip-bujlding; in Great-Britain 
and Ireland, and to the very advanced wages, paid to artificers and ſeamen, this co- 
lony has ſuffered very great inconvenience and loſs, from the want of a ſufficient 
number of ſkips for c#rrying their produce to the Britiſh and Iriſh markets: The 
committee beg leave, in this place; to ſtate the diſadvantages to this country, by be- 
ing obliged to pay convoy duties Which impolitions are port-charges on our im- 
ports and our produce, which it is neither wiſe nor politic to lay, over and above 
the very increaſed duties paid on importation of the latter: No part of this port- 
charge is dra wii back on exportation, - nor has this iſland, in the opinion of the 
committee, derived any equivalent to eounterbalance this impoſition. ' The convoys 
outwards and homewards have not been more regular, not much more frequent, 
,2ince theſe duties were impoſed, than they were defore.

That the committee no proceed to the object of culture, finc* the report made to 
: VT 7 | ? tho 
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-the late general afſembly, the 23d of November, 1792: Although they have di- 
fected their inquiries in this reſpect, to the beſt fources from whence information 
can be obtained, they are forry to ſtate, chat they have not received thoſe returns, 
from many of the pariſhes of the iſſand, which they have” repeatedly requeſted 
might de ſent: They have, however, made a ſtatement, froin the accounts they have 
received from ſome of the pariſtes, of the number of new ſugar ſettlements fince 
1792, and alſo the number of coffee plantations therein, together witly the extent of 
land, the number of negroes employed, and tlie quantity of acres actually planted in 


Toffee; in which ſtatement is expreſſed, whether the feverd proprietors of theſe 


plantations are prefent or abſent from the ifland. 


That the committee cannot too ſtrotigly Impreſs on'the houſe, the propriety of 
granting every encouragement, in the power of the legiſlature, to the advancement 
of the culture of this very valuable ſtaple: "They beg leave to obſerve, that, cver 
and above the advantages that muft flow to the general commerce and revenue of 
the ifland, from the progreffive value of the exports of this article, the population 
in the interior parts of the country, in which the plantations are ſituated, rends high- 
ly to the internal as well as the external fecurity of the colony : Nothing certainly 
can be more evident, than that the ſettling the interior with itiduſtrious petſons, and 
thereby opening roads of communication in many ſituations, which have hithetto, 
in a great meaſure, been deemed inacceſfible, muſt contribute in the greateſt degree 
to this ſecurity : Another great *advanttge; that ruſt Row froin ſuch communica- 
tions being effected, is the ſettlement of large tracts of coofiffy ſituated in the in- 
terior, now covered with v-00ds, but Which are admifably calculated for pens, for 
the rearing of horſes, cattle, and mules, an increaſe of which muſt dimitiiſh the 
price, and thereby very greatly benefit the iſland in general: Cattle and mules are 
abſolutely neceflary for every purpoſe of colonial ſettlements, as well as for carriage 
from one part of the iſland to another; ant ir is from breeding, raiſing, and fatten- 
ing, a great number of cattle, that the inhabitants, as well as the navy ſtationed, 
and the army quartered, in the land, derive a confiderable part of their ſuſtenance : 
It is with the greateſt concern; that the committee have to ſtate to the houſe appre- 
henſions, founded on good authority from Britain, that ſome of his majeſty's mini- 
ſters, in order the more effectually to carry into exceution, plans which they have 
ſuggeſted as nece ſſary, in their opinion, to be adopted for the ſecurity and protec- 
tion of this colony, have it in contemp lation, by an act of the Britith kegiſlature, to 
reſume all patents for land granted, mot already ſettled : This meafure, it is incum- 
hent on the good people of Jamaica to reſiſt, by all poſſible law ful means, ſince it 
would firike at the very exiſtence of property, acquired under the authority of pro- 
clamations, of many acts of parſiament, and our own laws, and alſo from the valu- 


able conſiderations paid for them in quit- rents to the crown. 


That the invaſion or violation of the right of private property, by meaſures of go- 
vernment, iu all countries where attempted, have looſened the bands of ſocial order: 
Should the parliament of Grezt-Britain proceed in any ſuch meaſure, it will be a 

direct violation of-thoſe rights we are entitled to as Britiſh ſubjects, and would at 
"ONCE 


For carrying on their plantations, 
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once anninilate that conſtitution, inherent to the inhabitants, of legiſlating for themò 


felves in all matters relating to internal concerns, and which they have enjoyed for 
upwarqds of a century: This principle, although not publicly recogniſed by an act 


of the Britiſh parliament, has nevertheleſs been deemed, by all wiſe and juſt cha- 
racers in Great-Britain, to exiſt in full force, and that parliament has no right to 
infringe or abridge it, by enacting any law for our internal regulation. 


That it appears to the committee, by authentic information received from Greats 
Britain, that it is the intention of the chancellor of the exchequer, by the authority 
of the Britiſh parliament, to prevent the extenſion of the cultivation of this colony, 
by new ſettlements ; and, indeed, this ſeems to be the chief feature of the notice he 
gave in the houſe of commons, for effecting the gradual and complete abolition: of 
the ſlave- trade, by rendering the further importation of African negroes into the co- 
lonies, of leſs neceſſity : In his calculation however on this ſubject, he has totally 
overlooked the important conſideration, -with reſpect to plantations already ſettled, 
not having a ſufficient number of labourers now on them, to make: them productive 
in any proportion to their capability; which is a fact too notorious to be contro- 
verted: And his declaration, in the notice given of the meaſure he meant to intro- 
duce. into parliament, the following ſeſſion, that the further increaſe. of negro ponu- 
lation, in this colony, would prove highly dangerous to the white inhabitants, fron 
the inequality of, the numbers is, in the opinion ef the committee, erroneous in the 
extreme: Nothing can ſo greatly contribute to the increaſe of white population, and 
that too of the deicription likely to be moſt uſeful for our ſecurity, as the encou- 
ragement gf ſmall ſettlers in the interior: The obſervation on this ſubject, contained 
in the very able report made to the houſe, the 23d of November, 1792, cannot be 
too often repeated, and the. increaſe of ſmall ſe:tlements made, almoſtexcluſively, 
by perſons who have been overſeers, tradeſmen, and book-kcepers, ſince that 
period, clearly ſhews, how far the encouragement to ſuch ſettlers has tended to the 


population of the country. 


Taat, ſnould the proſpects which have hitherto been held out topeopte of this deſcrip- 
tion, of acquiring property in land and negroes, be taken away, or in any conſiderable 
degree checked, no perſons will adventure to this country, in which any confidence 
can be placed, to be employed on plantations as overſeers, tradeſmen, and book- 
keepers; without which, it is impoſſible to carry on plantations to any extent: The 
iſland would then be reduced to the neceſſity of employing low and worthleſs perſons 
in theſe ſituations, from whoſe conduct no good could be expected, but the very 
ovntrary would be the caſe; in a very few years we ſhould be reduced, in the moſt 
uſeful white population required for agricultural purpoſes, in a very alarming degree : 
Such would be the effect, thould the erroneous ideas of the chancellor of the exche- 
quer, with reſpect to preventing new ſettlements, and the abolition ofthe ſlave- trade, 
Ac realized. The committee beg leave to ſtate on this ſubjeR, that the iſland of 
Jamaica is very differently circumſtanced to almoſt all other Britiſh Weſt-India 


illands; which, being circumſcribed in land, cannot admit of further extenſion 


in ſettlements, and have long ſince been poſſeſſed of a ſuAcient number of labourers

- "That it appears, ſrom the books of die commiſhoners of public accounts, that thgre 
are in thisifland, 2; 176,080 acres aſſeſſed to pay the land- tax and quit-rents; of which 


quantity, a proportion of not leſs than one half, may be eſtimated not to be in actual 
culture; but affording an ample field, not only for the improvement and extenſion 
of ſettlements in the interior, already begun, bubalſo for numerous new ſettlements: 


To prove this in a clear manner, the corymittee beg leave, in this place, to ſhew, fram 
the ſtatement of coffee ſetdements in the appendix, the great diſproportion in the 


whole quantity of land compoſing: them, wich the quantity in actual cultivation, 
which, taken in an aggregate point, is as follows : Number of plantations, 348 ; total 
quantities of fands, 128,346 ; land in actual cultivation in coffee, 15, 3434; and land 
in pꝛioviſions, which laſt the committee eſtimate at one half of che quantity in coffee. 
Another material obfervation hereto be made, is the very ſmall nroportion oi che pro- 
; prietors of theſe interior ſettlements, that ate abſentees; hich, by the {tatement before 
zreferred to, is ſhewn to be, out of the whole number of ſettlements, that only 33 are 
abſent. The advantages that would unavoidably flow from the extenſion and cu 
ture of ſuch ſettlements, both to the population and the, productive property of the 
country, as well as to the navigation, commerce, and manufactures of Great - 
Britain, are too evident to require any argument in favour of the encouragement, 
that ought to be held out by the Legiſlature for their ſuppart: Should the Britiſh 
Government proceed in their threatened meaſures, it muſt appear to the whole 
world, that the inhabitants and proprietors of this country will he made the object 
of the moſt pointed political oppreſſion ; on their parts, not only totally unmerited, 
i but on the contrary they have, at leaſt equally-with any other deſcription of his 
- majeſty's ſubjects, on all occaſions, evinced meir loyalty to kkedovercign, and their 
attachment to the mother country. 


That the committee beg leave to obſerve, that the ſtrong meaſure adopted in the 
ſeſſions of 1997, and carried into effect in the laſt ſeſſion, of paying and ſubſiſting 
two thouſand men for the defence of the iſland, at its ſole expence, is intended to 
increaſe the internal population by ſettling theſe men, and granting them ſmall por- 
tions of land, after the expiration of the term of their myitary engagements : This 
forms one of the moſt advantagevus features of a meaſure ſanctioned by royal appro- 

bation, and that of the king's miniſters ; how it is to be effected, ſhould the policy of 
the Britiſh Government, with reſpect to preventing further extenſion of ſettlements 
in the interior, be purſued, the committee leave tathe houſe to judge.

That it is more than probable, that a ſimilar bill may be brought forward in the

That, from the ſeveral proceedings in the Britifh legiſlature on this ſubjeR, the 
committee entertain the moſt ſerious apprehenſions; as they all tend directly to aſ- 
ſail, and to deſtroy, the capitals veſted in the Weſt-India ſettlements, at the invita- 
tion, by the encouragement, and on the plighted faith, of the crown and of parlia- 
ment: It is too true to admit of a doubt, that the very exiſtence of the Britiſh Weſt- 
India coloniſts, and their families, as well as the ſecurity of their creditors, depend 
whally an the ſucceſs of thoſe inveſtments. The period is now arrived which re- 
quires, in ſelf-defence, that they ſhould make the ſtrongeſt proteſtations, calculated 
to avert the imminent evils with which they are threatened, hy the continuance of 
the policy purſued by ſome of his majeſty's miniſters, againſt their moſt ſacred 
\ Tights : A policy, which the committee does not heſitate to give as their apinion, is 
cqually unwife, as it 45, unjuſt and eruel. 
That, whitoveronr enemies in Gx-at-Britainmay-prefume to aſſert to the contrary, 
it is certain that the legiſlature of Jamaica has done every thing poſſible to be done,

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ick the welfare and proſperity of their labourers :- The lcgiflature of the iflart is 
alone competent to determine on ſuch future meaſures, as may be expedient furtlſer 
to contribute to this very ſalutary object, founded on principles of humauity and 
juſtice, as well as good policy. There can be no doubt, that the ſtate and condition 
of the ſlaves have of late been greatly meliorated and, from the attention and care 
of the legiſlature, in enacting ſuch further regulations as may be neceſſary, in aid 
of the humane diſpoſitions of the inhabitants, that the condition of their labourers 
will be further greatly improved, and population by negroes born and reared in the 
country iyereaſed ; But meaſures beſt calculated to forward theſe two important 
objects, mult be adopted gradually, in order to facilitate and effect the purpoſes in- 
tended : In purſuing this line of conduct, the legiſlature, as well as the inhabitants, 
will do all that .can be reaſonably expected by the Britiſh parliament, and which 
certainly. ought to prutect them againſt the violations of rights, which a facred 
regard to national juſtice and. good faith ought to ſecure to them inviolably. Ihe 
being fupplied with laboures from Atrica, for ſupporting, improving, and extend- 
ing, ſettlements already made, and alſo for making new ſetilements in lands within the 
iſland, the property of individuals, is a right moſt ſacredly pledged to us; and any

That, ſhould the country be deprived of the right to procure ſlaves from the coaſt 
of Atrica, to improve and extend the numerous ſettlements already made therein, a 
very great proportion thereof muſt be undoubtedly abandoned, and the faves now 
thercon ſold by the owners ta more; opulent proprietors : Ihe ſame. cauſe will ope-- 
Zate to prevent any new ſettlements being made, and of courſe put an entire ſtop

depends: It will alio operate moſt forcibly to diſcourage perſons belt calculated, by

That they have alſo to ſtate, that beneficial effects have flowed from an act, paſſ- 
ud in the ſeſſions of 1797, „“ for laying a duty on all negro flaves which ſhall be

and for regulating the manner of aſcertaining ſuck age:” (The purpoſes of which 
commenced on the iſt of January, of the preſent year.)

That the next object of inquiry referred to the committee, is the ſituation 
of the country, with regard to foreign colonies. On this ſubject they think it 
not within their province to conſider the iatercourſe with the ifland of St. Do- 
. mmingo, (which has taken place in conſequence of the evacuation of that iſland by 
1 | the Britiſh forces, and an art angement or treaty entered into between general Mait- 
| land and the black general Toufſaint L'Cuyerture, the military commander in chief 

| for the French republic) as a meaſure of general pohtieal tendency with reſpect to 

; | the Britiſh empire at large: They only beg leave to obſerve, that in their opinion, 
1 the nature of this arrangement and intercourſe is without precedent, in ancient or 
0 modern hiſtory. Having faid this, they will confine their obſeryations to its effects 

with reſpect to this iſland,- already experienced, and ſuch further conſequences as 

may enſue, ſhould the-intercourſe be continued: While th: Britiſh forces were in 
poſſeſſion of Mole St. Nicholas, and Jeremie with its dependencics, great additional 
ſecurity was afforded to Jamaica, againſt any attempts of the enemy, to ſend arma- 
| | ments to land on our coaſts; but the evacuation of theſc poſts, and the eſtabliſhing 
the treaty-before-ment:oned, as a ſubſtitute for the ſecurity derived from the poſſeſ- 
Von of the former, is, in the opinion of the committee, a very weak meaſure, and

* That our ſafety at preſent is to be attributed, j in a great meafure. 0 this civil war; 
dut, hen the whole force of St. Domingo ſhall be collected. either by the union 
—of both, or the oyerthrove of one of the factions, then will this country be in a moſt 

alarming ſituation ; as it is more than probable that, in ſuch caſe, a great force may 

Se exmpioy ed in an enterpriſe againſt 5 not only with the views of plunder and 
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| diſorganization, but alſo to prevent diſturbances and freſh wars amongſt themſelves:. 
Againſt this danger we have every right to call upon the Britiſh government for de- 
fence, ſince we are evidently expoſed to it, from the effects of this treaty and inter- 
courſe : What faith can be. placed in a character ſuch as Touſſaint? Who, even 
were he inclined ſtrictly to fulfil his engagements with general-Maitland, his autho- 
rity, being alone ſupported on immediate perſonal influence over an ungovernable 
banditti, can have no ſtability : That this is the caſe, is ſtrongly evinced by his re- 
fuſing to receive, in terms of the treaty, the Britiſh commiſſary appointed for regu- 
lating and protecting the Britiſh commerce with that country. Ihe infidious con- 
duct of this general towards this iſland is no longer to be doubted, after the docu- 
ments in poſieſſion of the houſe, which clearly prove it: He has unqueſtionably 
given encouragement to plans formed by order of the French directory, for making 
a powerful deſcent, in the windward diſtricts of Jamaica, for the purpoie of reduc- 
ing this.colony to the ſame ruinous condition as.that of St. Demingo. 


That the temptation of great profits, has induced many reſpectable commercial 
houſes in Kingſton to ſend veſſels, with valuable cargoes, to trade in certain parts 
of that iſland, under the authority of the Britith government, which alſo permits 
them to receive in return, for the value of their outward cargoes, the colonial pre- 


duce of St. Domingo. 


That arms and ammunition were ſent by the government of this country, in ſome 
of thoſe veſſels, in order to ſtrengthen Touſſaint againſt Rigand ; and the committee 
is informed that ſpecie, to a very conſiderable amount, has alſo been ſent in thoſe 
veſſels, to be applied in the purchaſe of colonial produce. The American States 
having, by agreement with the Britiſh government, a participation in-the commerce 
in queſtion ; and the powers in being in St. Domingo, affecting to coniider them in 
the light of a neutral nation in amity with France, have given to the ſubjects of 
thoſe ſtates, excluſive privileges, denicd to Britiſh ſubjects. - This circumſtance, in 
addition to the extenſive navigation of theſe. ſtares, and their cargoes conſiſting; 
_ chietly of proviſions of the growth of their country, wi .hout which the inhabitants 
of St. Domingo could not he protected againſt famine, all the commercial advan- 
rages derived, and cv be derived, from this trade, muſt centre in the ſubjects of thoſe: 
ares, almoſt exclunvely. Although the commintee are not furniſhed with materials 
ſufficient to ſtate poſitively to the houſe, the Joſs or gain to the merchants in this 
ifland trading to St. Domingo, ' circumſtances of ſome uotoriety lead them to be- 
deve, that of late, in particular, great loſſes have enfucd to the adventers: Not- 
withilanding the reſtrictions attached to the licenſes granted by the commander in 
net, to perſons carrying on this trade, (a copy of ſuch licenſe and reſtrictions are 
anferiod in the appendis.,) it is next to impetſible, to prevent improper 2nd 
dangerous characters erg employed, in navigating veſſels carrying on this trade 
tom Jamaica ; NOT is it Pohble, completely, to withhold from our flaves, the 
Knowledge of an authorized intercourſe exiſting between our goverment, and re- 
dellious Nlaves of the very worſt deſcription.

by this intercourſe? Viewing the meaſure in all points; the committee are decidedly 
of opinion, that no poſſible advantage can be derived to Jamaica by its continuance; 
but, on the contrary, that it: is fraught with moſt imminent danger to our very 
exiſtence. R 

That the committee come now to the laſt object of anquiry referred to them; vi. 
The ſtate of the public revenues, and how far the colony is able to continue the 
ſame grants of money, and to fulhl its engagements with the Britiſh government.“ 
On this ſubject, they beg leave to refer to the report of the commiſſioners of public 
accounts, in which are particularly ſtated the ſeveral grants for the ordinary contin- 
gencics of the iſland, for torts and fortifications, for the expences of the army, and 
for extraordinary contingencies ; the reſult of the whole forming an amount, of 
-521,500/. The ſums raiſed in this iſland for the purpoſes of its government and 
defence, owing to uncommon circumſtances which have intervened in and fince 
the year 1795, and the great military eſtabliſhment ſupported at the ſole expence of 
the colony, have very far exceeded in amount the taxes laid in any former years, 
and have involved the country in a debt of 373,000/. at an enormous rate of intereit.

Should 
tlie Britiſh government however perſevere, in the purſuit of. meaſures deſtructive to 
ulis colony, in the manner ſtated in this report, it is too evident that the proprietors 
and inhabitants will, from the conſequences of ſuch mcaſures, be reduces to a ſitu- 
tion not to be able to ſupport themſelves and families, and to defray the neceflary 
contingent expences for carrying on their properties; and ſtill leſ: to pay enormous 
axes, from which alone are to be derived the meats of making good their epgage- 
ancuts wath the Britiſh government.
